Nation's Economy 
Points Upward 


News about the United States economy, for 
the second time in a week, is good. First, Per 
Johansson, a Swedish economist, said the U. S. 
is making good progress in reducing it* adverse 
balance of international trade and thereby slow­ 
ing the flow of gold from this country. 
Now Secretary of the Treasury Hubert B 
Anderson, speaking at the same international 
conference that Johansson addressed, says the 
U. S. economy is at the end of a period of 
readjustment and ready to head up again. The 
picture, he said, 
good both for the near future 
and for the long pull. 


Secretary Anderson's words carry consider­ 
able weight. He correctly predicted the end of 
the 1958 recession. The most powerful forces at 
work, he argues, are the fiscal and monetary 
policies which have "struck down the fear and 
the fact of inflation.’* 


The economic situation experienced in re­ 
cent months, he argues, is the adjustment of an 
economy to a new situation after 20 years of 
recurrent inflationary pressures. 


Removal of inflationary pressures means 
ttiat inventories can he kept restively stable 
and replaced as the need arises. The r.pxt phase 
is an upswing, not to the high levels of cyclical 
stockpiling, but to a more stable level thai will 
serve as a base for future growlh. 
If all this were put on a graph, it would show 
as a slowly rising curve instead of the fluctuat­ 
ing up and down line that characterizes a cyclical 
economy. The hilltops are being flattened and 
the valleys filled.

A Diagnosis 


When a man who has sta in e d to Khrushchev's 
position in life acts the way he did in Paris and the 
way he is now acting in the United Nations, he is 
either suffering from some pathological misfortunes or 
he is politically desperate, 
By the looks of him, he 
undoubtedly is of the Eastern European type that, when 
prosperous, develops diabetes and arteriosclerosis. His 
current wild temper must be new or Stalin would have 
had him decapitated 
Stalin never accepted impudence 
from equals muck less from subordinates. 
The com­ 
pulsion to drink water constantly is characteristic of 
diabetics. 
Reports have it that Khrushchev is on a 
low salt diet such as is usually insisted upon by 
physicians treating patients who have cardiac diffi­ 
culties. 
The loss of temper on Saturday is beyond belief 
under the circumstances. 
Responsible men cannot af­ 
ford to be so irresponsible and to risk their own country 
and its allies as Khrushchev does constantly. Up to a 
point, his buffoonery is an act but last Saturday, it 
was the responses of a man who had lost control—and 
lost it pathologically. 


On the nthar hand. Khrushrhar doe* have sari- 
nu# political troubles. Hare wa shall mention only 
two; 
1. 
Khrushchev's relations with Mao; 
2. 
The neutralist bloc. 


1. 
Khrushchev’s difficulties with Mao are essen­ 
tially ideological, but to a Communist country the 
basis of thought and action is Marxism. The Chinese 
are orthodox Marxists; Soviet Russia is opportunistically 
Marxist. Red China insists that it is possible to estab­ 
lish Communism without going through various stages 
of socialism; Soviet Russia is now a socialist country 
in the perspective of a rising industrialization and 
those in power hope to keep it that way. 


What Khrushchev calls co-existence is an effort to 
compete with the West economically and diplomatically 
without resort to war; Mao correctly believes that the 
Soviet world has reached as far as it can go by infil­ 
tration and corruption; that now war is required to 
finish the Revolution and to achieve the Marxist goal of 
a universal state. Shall the heart of the universal state 
be Moscow or Peking? 


So far as Mao is concerned, it could be Peking; 
Khrushchev insists on the hegemony of the Kremlin 
over all socialist countries, even those which have no 
intention of becoming Communistic. Khrushchev is con­ 
cerned with intentions because he believes in the in­ 
evitability of historic result*, one of which is that 
nationalism, internationalism, and capitalism belong to 
another era. 
He acts in the United Nations the way 
he does, because he regards opposition to his “ scien­ 
tific” point of view utter nonsense. 
Besides who are 
these small countries to challenge mighty Russia? And 
who is this Irishman to tell the great Khrushchev when 
he is to speak and when he is to shut up? 


Mao Tze-tung ran pour 1(M>,#0#,000 prison* into 
Siberia and I zbekistan and what will Khrushchev 
do with them? Kill them? That could help to solve 
Mao's population problem. Hr would merely srnd 
another 100.000.000 into Siberia and Uzbekistan. 


2. 
The neutralist bloc is a particularly difficult 
problem because it represents a third force which can 
grow into a real and effective power. 
It will most 
likely be led by Tito and have the powerful support 
of Nehru. 
The neutral bloc’s major problem is to 
avoid being gobbled up by either Soviet Russia or Red 
China 
If Mao Tze-tung decided on the conquest of 
any part of India or the whole of it. India would not 
stand the slightest chance, unless India were protected 
by either Soviet Russia or the United States. 
Which 
protection will India ultimately be forced to choose"* 


Nehru apparently still believes that Khrushchev can 
influence Mao Tze-tung. 
This is an error, as every 
student of the China problem knows 
Ultimately Nehru 
will he forced to seek protection from the United States 
and that day is not too far off. His neutral bloc allies 
are useful in the United Nations but should Mao Tze- 
tung invade Nepal, Kashmir, or any other Indian ter­ 
ritory. Nehru will have to have aid either from the 
United Nations. Soviet Russia or the United States. 
Whatever choice he makes will bring on a w ar of wide 
dimensions. 
Neither Tito nor Nasser is in an equally 
perilous situation, but Tito is by no means safe from 
Russian conquest unless he has American protection 
His neutrality therefore is a myth 
He must go one 
way or the ofher.

Secretary of State Hefter has 
been on the UN Assembly floor 
only occasionally. He did not even 
come up to New York to attend 
the dinner which Prime Minister 
Nehru gave for UN delegates. No 
American 
attended 
the 
dinner. 
Nor has either Hcrter or Eisen­ 
hower 
attended 
the 
receptions 
given by the Asian-African chiefs 
of 
state 
and foreign 
ministers. 
Khrushchev always turns up. So 
do many of the other Communist 
leaders, hut no top men from the 
Eisenhower administration 
These receptions are given by 
the heads of countries in which 
we are spending millions of dol­ 
lars of foreign aid to keep them 
out of the Soviet orbit 
Yet our 
top men are not spending 30 min­ 
utes of their time making a cour­ 
tesy call on nations where cour­ 
tesy sometimes counts more than 
dollars. 
Silent Senators 
The UN Assembly has now be­ 
come as much a wide-open parlia­ 
ment as the U. S. Senate or the 
House of Commons. The debate at 
times has been just as rough as in 
Congress. 
Actually this has reacted against 
the roughest debater — Khrush­ 
chev. But in another respect it s 
been healthy. Never before has a 
top Communist leader appeared 
in any parliam entary forum out­ 
side his own country and debated 
with non-Communists. 
No American expects President

debate, though you'll hear plenty 
of criticism among delegates who
